Upon the recommendation of Mayor

RETIRED, STABS 
SELF TO DEATH 


George A. Kittredge, who retired 
from business eighteen ygars ago when 
he went blind, stabbed himself to death 
yesterday in his home, 413 Grove 
street, Evanston. 

His wife said he stabbed himself 
with a steel knife which he had taken 
to his room with him after luncheon. 
His health had been failing in recent 
years, she added, and he had been in 
low spirits. 

Late in the afternoon wien Mrs. 
Kittredge called to him and he dic not 
answer, she went to his room to find 
him lying unconscious on the floor. 
Blood was blowing freely from a wound 
in his left side. 

Mrs. Kittredge summoned Dr. C. T. 
Roome, Evanston's health commis 
sioner. He managed to revive the 
dying man. With his last breath, Mr. 
Kittredge begged his wife to forgive 
him. 

“Things were looking too bad,” said 
the blind man. “I couldn't face life.” 

Feebly he held out his arms, drew 
his wife to him, and died. 

Mr. Kittredge’s only child died many 
years ago. He had lived in Evanston 
for twenty-eight years. The funeral ar- 
rangements will not be made until Mrs. 
Kittredge’s brother, Marvin R. Max- 
well, arrives. The burial will be in 
Johnstown, N. ¥., Mr. Kittredge’s bog- 
hood home.

Chicago representatives will make 
their last ditch stand tomorrow when 
Representative Schnackenberg [| Rep.) 
intends to put the whole house on rec- 
ord with a motion to reverse the com- 
mittee action after Chairman Swanson 
makes the report. There is little hope 
of a Chicago victory. 

The first defeat came on Schnacken- 
berg'’s motion to recommend passage 
of his resolution which created a spe 
cial committee to submit a reappor- 
tionment plan to the present legisla- 
ture. The vote was 16 to 25 with two 
downstaters—Representatives Green 
(Rep., Winnebago] and Walker [Rep., 
Will]—voting with Chicago. Another 
vote was taken on a motion to rec- 
ommend defeat of the resolution. This 
carried 24 to 16. 


Castle Wins Criticism. 

Representative Castle [Rep., Bar- 
rington] was criticized by his Cook 
county colleagues when he offered a 
rider calling on the proposed special 
committee to draft a compromise ap- 
portionment amendment to the consti- 
tution. Castle’s proposal was defeated, 
17 to 15. 

Representative McCarthy [ Rep., 
Kane) moved to take the Schnacken- 
berg resolution from the judiciary com- 
mittee and give it to the senatorial 
apportionment committee. On a motion 
to suspend the ruleg he lost by a vote 
of 61 to 72.

Cave City, Ky., Feb. 10.—[ Midnight. } 
—-Floyd Collins may be found, dead or 
alive, within a few hours. 

The odor of banana oil, poured into 
the main cave entrance Sunday, to- 
night began seeping into the shaft 
which had been sunk to a depth of 
forty-three feet. 

The fumes came from a mud seam— 
a crevice in the rock—in the side of 
the shaft. The rescuers concentrated 
on the seam, and swift progress was 
made in shoveling out the soft mud. 
It was predicted that a larger crevice, 
even the one in which Collins has been 
pirtagsfi twelve days, would be reached, 
perhaps before dawn.

The hope still exists that Collins may 
be alive when reached. Tests on the 
amplification apparatus which con- 
nects with the electric light wire lead- 
ing down to Collins gave proof he was 
alive this afternoon.

lower branch in the matter of initiat- 
ing revenue bills. 

It provides for about $21,000,000 
more in revenue than did the Sterling- 
Paige bill, as amended, and makes the 
salary increases retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1925, instead of to July 1, 1924, as spec- 
ified in the senate measure.

Scientist Collapses. 

Dr. Funkhouser collapsed late today 
as Samuel H. Matlack, a_ genera! 
builder from Louisville—-last witness 
of the day—was testifying. Dr. Funk- 
houser, it was said, had been working 
for a week with only about feur hours’ 
rest a day. : 

Matiack testified he brought an 
acetylene torch with him to burn away 
the rock that held Collins imprisoned, 
but that he never got a chance to! use 
his, torch, because he could not get a 
chance to go down in the cave. 

“Glory Grabbers,” He Says. 

At this point Matlock, declaring that 
Floyd Collins’ life is being sacrificed 
By a bunch of “glory grabbers,” at- 
tacked many of those who have fig- 
ured in the rescue work.

“They discharge motorists gullty

As Abraham Lincoln's bérthday' an- 
niversary arrives, Chicago and its his- 
torical organizations are enriched each 
year by new and interesting tales of 
the great Emancipator. This year is 
no different from others. 

Here are three tales of Lincoln: 

In 1854 he went toa Chicago photo- 
grapher for a sitting. He wore a linen 
duster and had just visited a barber 
shop. Linen dusters were not fitting 
for photographs, so the photographe1 
loaned Lincoln his coat. Lincoln's 
short hair and the “artist's ” coat with 
its velvet collar combined to Kive the 
camera the strangest picture ever 
made of the nation's hero. 

In 1858 Dincoln ran short of cash. 
Hie wrote to a friend, who, eight years 
before, had given him authority to 
draw anything up to $500, and asked 
if the offer was still good. He added 
that whether or not any money would 
he forthcoming, -the friendship re- 
mained strong.
